Many Parcels gent Out Oo Not Reach 
Destination in Propar Shape 
Tue poalm**ler-geoeral stales that a 
large uumber of parcels fur pr.sonars 
of war abroad are still found to be 
unfit for onward iranmiaslon in couae- 
qucnce of Inadequate packing. Perce** 
mould be vary etrougly packed. A 
aiugi« sheet J brown paper or a thin 
carultoard box such as a shoe box does 
no afford sufficient protection. Bv«n 
a here proper materials are used. It Is 
important that tbo contents should be 
ughtly packed so as uot to ahake 
about In Iraiumlesion. 

In view of the exceptional condi¬ 
tions of transit, involving several 
iranssbiptncnts and exposure to great 
he*L It is necessary that parcels for 
th* Mediterranean (expeditionary 
Force should ba very carefuliy packed 
Tbe following regulations sre made 
as a.result of tbs experience of the 
army poet office: buiall parcels are 
found to arrive In bettar condition 
man laige parcels. If a large con¬ 
signment has to be sent It Is better 
t o send two or three smell parie s 
than one large one. All parcels should 
ne ns nearly round as possible, and 
should be well padded with shavings, 
crumpled paper or similar protective 
material. Ibe outer covering should 
consist of strong Imsn, calico or can¬ 
vas, or oilier textile material and 
aould be securely sewn up. As an 
alternative, parrels may be Pfcked in 
boxes made of strong double corrugat¬ 
ed cardboard or atraaboard, li Is 
mdeairable to use wooden and metal 
oxea with square corner* for tbe out- 
con ring, sines although such boxes 
isually form an adequate protection 
to the contents, they sre liable to 
damage other parcels n transit. Par¬ 
cels merely wrapped In paper or pack¬ 
ed In thin cardboard boxes, such as 
hoe boxes cannot be accepted No 
perishable articles may b* sent, and 
.nyihlng likely to k OO OtoO soft or 
sticky, such as chocolate and sweets, 
should be parked in tine.

In that state the botanlat or the 
State College, and the botanlat of 
the State Unix«• rally are empowered 
to declare a weed to be noxious when 
U Interfere# seriously with agricul¬ 
ture. The botanUle notify the court 
ty auditors of the counties wheietn 
the weed* are growing. Then the 
county auditors publish this Infor¬ 
mation for four aucceaalve weeks In 
the local newspapers. In then be¬ 
comes the duty of Near h road super¬ 
visor to aee that the law la carried 
out Whan he finds! that an owner 
of land la permlttlogN noxious weeds 
to grow Illegally he \eervea notices 
that these weed# imiatl.be destroyed 
within ten days frofn the date 01 
notice, la case the owner dose not 
do this . the road si4>crvieor enters 
upon the premia**# h ml destroys tne 
weeds The hill of ixc-pnae la sub¬ 
mitted to the owner! If the owner, 
does not pay the billAtt Is then sub 
aitited to the board ef county com 
inlsaloners. who shall order It paid 
If found correct The amount la en¬ 
tered on the tax rolls for the cur 
rent year, and it Is collected with 
penalty and Interest as other taxes 
are collected. The road supervisors 
are Instructed with the duty of pre¬ 
senting the spread of noxious weeds 
on the highways 

This Washington lsw Is apparently 
effective, and at the same time fair 
to all parties concerned. When one 
passes along the railroad lines and 
along the highways of our different 
provinces and sees the wonderful 
opportunity for weed propagation 
«nd distribution, he must wonder ll 
there is not some more effective 
weed law that we coilld adopt.

Little Instrument That Promises to 
Revolutionise Wireless 
Telegraphy 

Dr. H- Barrington Cox, an Ameri¬ 
can. has perfected a unique poc..et 
wireless telegrapn outfit that prom¬ 
isee to rovoiutioblso wireless teleg¬ 
raphy He gave a demosdtratioo of 
the apparatus recently in New York, 
when it worked perfectly. It is skid 
Dr. Cox Intends to lend tbs device 
to one of the warring powers for 
use in ths trenches during the war 
The outfit may be strapped arouud 
the waist, htudeu In fo.ds of the 
cloak, and as there are no antennae 
visible. It can be used without at¬ 
tracting attention For military pur 
poses. Dr Cox has strong hopes for 
hi# Insertion, for there are no aerials 
to attract shells, and the man In khaki 
who Is apparently doing nothing at all, 
may he sending wireless orders along 
the tins for a geueral advance. The 
models #whlch were eshibited Jn the 
recent trial experiments, wef* made 
for hta laboratory, but there are small¬ 
er one# being designed which will be 
far more conveniently carried. , 

The sending apparatus consists of 
a box In which there are five dry cells 
and a vibrator. The electric pulsa¬ 
tions are started by tupping a te.e

and short. 

About aa much electricity Is used 
as is equivalent to half a watt or one- 
eightieth aa much as Is required for 
the ordinary electric light bulb.

The one 
used In most of the work this week 
wag »o uninsulated ooe Qve feet long. 
It la Intended that In warfare the 
wire shall be carried down the leg of 
the soldier-operator and connect with 
a metal plate or spur In the shoe. The 
operator then Ups his message, which 
vibrates from the trousered antenna. 

The receiving Instrument at pres¬ 
ent employed consist# of a drum 
about which Is a coll of wire, and 
on top df It is a fine detector- It has 
a pair of earpiece# such »■ »re worn 
by u .(-phone exchange and wlrelass 
operators. An officer in the trenches 
may carry the sending and the receiv¬ 
ing contrivances on the same belt, 
and when the time comes he can listen 
or send his orders. 

Dr. Cox In the test experiment, 
set one of the sending devices 
going with an autQmatlc sender. A
